Early Route to the Mackenzie—B.C. Government 
Cutting Trail to Nelson River 


A sleigh road from St. John, 
m the Peace to a point on the 
Nelson river, is being eut this 
fall by the government of Britisn 
Columbia. The foreman in 
charge is Tony Minnaird. We 
has a gang of forty men and 
expected to have the road 
through to the Nelson by the 
middle of November. About 
October 25th they were across 
the Clear Hills, which form tho 
watershed between the Peace 
and the Nelson, and were on the 
waters of Conroy Creek, which 
puts into the Siccannie or west 
branch and main stream of the 
Nelson, at its most easterly bend, 
It is believed that the road will 
keep to the eastward of Conroy 
Creek, and will strike the Nel- 
son considerably below the point 
at which the survey party of last 
vear reached the river. No dif- 
ficulties have been encountered 
in the work of clearing the road. 

The B. C. game guardians 
from St. John and Hudson’s 
Hope went through from St. 
John to Fort Nelson, 120 miles 
by river below the northern ter- 
minus of the portage road. They 
tonk ten days to come up stream 
from Fort Nelson to the portage 
as the water was very low and 
the river very crooked. An In- 
dian travelling by land made the 
trip afoot in three days. It is 
concluded that the direct dist- 
ance is not more than 75 miles. 
The river has many snags very 
firmly embedded in the bottom 
at one end and projecting about 
fifteen feet above the bottom’ 
at the other. These snags form 
a serious danger to inexpert nav- 
igation, and were the cause of 
one of last year’s survey party’s 
scows heing wrecked. These 
snags could be cut out or blown 
out without difficulty during 
the winter season. The ap-; 
pearance of the upper ends in-, 
dicated that the river frequently 
reached a height of 15 feet above | 
the low water stage. Timber| 
north of the height of land was 
not heavy except near the 
streams, where there was abund- 
anee of very excellent timber. 
There are some hay meadows | 


along the trail south of the 
height of land. 
It is not generally realized 


that the Rockies form the bound- 
ary between Alberta and British | 
Columbia only as far north as} 
township 59. From that point 
northward the 120th meridian 
forms the boundary. This is 
approximately the line between | 
ranges 13 and 14 west of the 
6th meridian. As the mountains 
continue to bear northwesterly 
there is a large triangular sec- 
tion of British Columbia that

As 
reat Slave lake does not open 
ntil Jnly, and as there is a long 
pull from Simpson, up the Liard 
nd Nelson and their tributaries, 
ery few trappers have gono 
‘nto the country and even In- 
dians are few in numbers owing 
to the cost of supplies. 


The portage road from St. = 


‘ohn will permit supplies land- 
‘d by steamer at that point to be 
freighted by team to the Nelson 
‘uring the winter. They will 
‘hen be ready for downstream 
navigation as soon as the river 
opens in early May. This should 
reduce the cost of supplies very 
sonsiderably. 

The nearest railway point to 
St. John is Spirit River, and sup- 
plies are freighted from Spirit 
River to St. John during the 
winter, by way of Pouce Coupe. | 
The distance is about 125 miles. | 
The total distance by sleigh road | 
from Spirit River to the Nelson | 
by way of Pouce Coupe and St. 
John would be 285 milea. There 
are large settlements at Spirit 
River, Pouce Coupe and St. John. 
The settlers have teams and 
horse feed in abundance, there- 


vetting supplies delivered at the} 
Nelson at any time during the 
winter, once the sleigh road has 
heen completed and stopping 
places, with hay, established. 

It is possible to reach the Nel- 
son by another route from the 
~ailway than that from Spirit'| 
River, but the cutting of a trail 
part of the way is necessary. 
From the new end of steel north 


post office, the north side trail 
to St. John makes a northerly 
detour to pass around the north- 
erly bend that the Peace makes 
between St. John and Dunvegan. 
The most northerly point on that) 
trail is in township 87, ranges 9 
and 10, west of the 6th meridian, 
where it crosses the branches of 
the Clear river at Le Marche’s 
trading post. From Le Marche’s | 
post, the trail bends southwest- 
erly to St. John. If there were a 
practicable sleigh road cut from 
Le Marche’s in a westerly or| 
slightly northwesterly direction 
to strike the St. John-Neison 
trail about where it crosses the 
North Pine river, some 85 miles 
northwesterly from St. John, the) 
St. John-Nelson road could be 
used for the rest of the distance 
to the Nelson, say 75 miles. Le 
Marche's post is about 20 miles 
from the B. C. boundary and the 
distance from Le Marche’s to) 
the Nelson trail crossing of the, 
Pyne is about 120 miles, making 
the total distance from Le 
Marche’s to the Nelson a little 
less than 200 miles, or from Blue 
Sky by way of Waterhole, 270) 
miles. This is about the distance 
from Spirit River by way of 
Pouce Coupe and St. John, but 
‘'t has the advantage of not cros- 
sing the Peace or its valley,| 
which is a serious matter at all, 
times and particularly in early 
winter and early spring. The|
